Ladies'  Relief  Society. 

The  Bloomfield  Relief  Society  was  formed 
during  the  winter  of  1873-4.  After  the 
election  of  officers,  the  Executive  Committee 
were  instructed  to  carry  forward  such  meas¬ 
ures  aa  in  their  opinion  should  most  effectu¬ 
ally  relieve  the  suffering  and  worthy  poor 
residing  within  «»ur  town  limits.  This  com¬ 
mit  te  consisted  of  ladies  from  each  religions 
denomination  in  the  village,  to  wlipm  the 
examination  of  all  applications  for  relief  bus 
1h*ci»  referred.  Each  of  these  cases  were 
carefully  examined,  and  if  found  to  be  de¬ 
serving,  assistance  was  rendered  without 
delay. 

-  It  is  but  justice  to  the  ladies  of  tho  society 
Instate,  that  with  imt  tteo  excrjUion*,  uot  a 
single  dollar  lias  been  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  applicants.  In  these  cases,  a  vote 
Wits  tak  u  by  the  Executive  Board,  and  the 
Treasurer  was  instructed  to  muko  such  pay- 
im  nt.  . 

That  we  have  made  mistakes,  we  would 
not  deny .  Such  has  been  tbe  case,  and  our 
regret  is  that  those  persons  interested  in  the 
Mifietv,  and  not  directly  connected  with  its 
workings,  did  not  inform  the  ladies  of  any 
families  who  have  been  abusing  the  gifts 
Ill-slowed.  1  We  have  used  what  precautions 
wo  have  been  aide  to  take  aguinst  imposi¬ 
tion.  *'  Mercy”  lms  been  our  motto;  and  if 
we  have  erred,  surely  it  were  better  that  it 
should  be  for  mercy’s  sake,  than  that  we 
should  Ik*  pitiless. 

Nevr  before  lias  our  town  been  so  free 
from  annoyance  of  street-beggars  as  during 
the  past  winter.  Our  poor  have  been  cared 
for  as  they  never  have  been.  Of  the  reality 
and  beauty  of  human  sympathy,  they  have 
received  a  fuller  knowledge,  and  a  more 
convincing  assjirnuco;  and  it  taay  be  that 
they  have* learned  to  love  those  whom  they 
had  Injure  disliked,  and  believed  to  be  uu- 
frieudly. 

And  now  the  society  finds

LAWS  OF  NEW  JERSEY. 

CHAPTER  rccn. 

An  act  for  the  support  of  the  State  Reform 
School  for  Boys. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Gene- 
!  ral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey, 

That  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  maintenance 
and  support  of  the  Reform  School  for 
Boys. 

2.  And  lie  it  enacted,  That  for  the  com¬ 
pletion  and  furnishing  of  the  buildings  row 
in  process  of  completion,  and  for  the  neces¬ 
sary  improvement  of  the  farm  buildings, 
the  further  sum  of  five  thousand  dollara  is 

.hereby  appropriated. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  treasurer 
of  the  j*tate  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  to  the 
trustees  of  the  school,  the  aforesaid  sums  on 
the  warrant  of  the  comptroller. 

Approved  March  19,  1874. 


5.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  costs  of  ad¬ 
vertising,  and  all  expenses  incurred  in  car¬ 
rying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  a£t, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  New  Jersey  State  Agri- 
cultuial  Society, excepting  only  the  amounts 
of  the  award  for  premium  herein  provided. 

C.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  appropria¬ 
tion  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  pro* 
visits  of  this  act, shall  not  exceed  the  afotw^ 
sum  as  designated  in  section  four  here¬ 
in  ;  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  immed¬ 
iately.

An  uct  concerning  fees. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Gene¬ 
ral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey, 
That  hum  joint  otreimift  ><>  of  Mje  legislature, 
any  stunning  committee  of  either  house,  or 
any  special  committee  which  sliall  have  l>een, 
by  resolution,  directed  to  entjgr  upon  any 
investigation  or  inquiry,  the  pursuit  of 
which  shall  necessitate  sending  for  persons 
vnd  papers  and  the  examination  of  witnesses, 
shall  have  power  to  summon  before  tbem 
such  persons  ns  they  may  deem  necessary 
and  proper  to  testify  in  the  matter  under 
investigation,  and  shall  also  be  authorized 
to  employ  such  legal  and  clerical  assistance 
as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  the  per¬ 
sons  so  testifying  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  like  witness  fees  and  mileage  as  are  now 
allowed  to  persons  summoned  to  testify  in 
thp  courts  oFtliis  stsite  ;  and  the  treasurer 
of  this  state  is  hereby  authorised  ami  direct¬ 
ed.  to  pay  upon  the  warrant  of  the  comp¬ 
troller,  such  fees  slid  compensations  for  the 
above  named  purposes  as  shall  be  certified 
to  have  been  correct  and  neceksarv  by  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  tinder  whose  au¬ 
thority  and  by  whose  order  siifh  expenses 
shall  have  been  incurred  and  approved  by 
tl»*  governor. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  act  shall 
take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  CCCXIl. 

An  act  to  relieve  owners  and  officers  of  ves¬ 
sels  owned  in  New  Jersey  from  detention 
at  Quarantine. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the.  Senate  and  Gene¬ 
ral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey, 
That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  vessel  or  ves¬ 
sels,  owned  and  officered  by  citizens  of  New 
Jersey,  sailing  from  the  port  or  ports?  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  or  any  port  or  ports 
in  the  Chesapeake  bay  and  bound  to  any 
port  in  New  Jersey  to  sail  direct  to  their 
port  of  destination  without  any  let  or  hin¬ 
drance  from  any  quarantine  authorities 
claiming  control  of  New  York  waters. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall 
|  take  effect  immediately.
